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HAT upon Satwrday the 8'b of March, between the 
hours of 8 or 9 of the Clock at Night, they came a- 
way in a ſmall Boat belonging to a Freech Merchant 
Man, that lay in the Pool of Limerich, aad rowcd 
forty ſix Miles dawn the River to Mr. YVanhugards, ard 
after they came there, were tyken Priſoners by cre 

Captain Barry, who followed them with #/ue and C:y from Limerich, 

who kept them there one Nig:it, and the vext. day they were deli- 

vercd up to Collonel © Connor, who likewiſe purſu.d them with 2 
Boat ; aficrwards came the Ki: g's Bout with a Party of lixtcen Mco, 

Commanded by Enſign Ferrerer, together with a large Buat belonging to 

the Cuſtom Houſe, with ten or twelve Men in her, thy were carcy- 

ed in O Connor's Boat to Ailr«ſb, and kept there one Night, being very 
much threatned ; next Morning they were delivered into Erliga Fer- 
reter?s Charge, who put us 2 a Boat about ten Tuns, being 
the C«fom- Houſe Boat, and put down Into the Hold, with a Guard 
of an Enſign, two Serjeants, and fourteen other Men, aud the 

Wind being at E. S. E. they were drought up three Leagues t!:ac 

night, and came to Anchor in the dosk of .the Evening; aa

the Shore, the Enſig2 and Guard went to his Houſe, leaving to guard 
their Pritoners only four Souldiers and two Boatmen, with five Fire- 
locks aud five Swo:d*, whom we entreated to Jet us go upon Deck, 
for that we were cold, which they granted ; and when we get up, 
nd ivg but Man to Man, we immediately fell on them, and ſecured their 
Arms, aud ſo put thein into the Hold, then weighed Anchor, hoiſed Sail, 
ai came away the Eleventh. When th-ſe peri-ns were got (as they 
thought out of the Danger, they gave the Suuluicrs the {inall Boat to 
go aſhore, fearing fcarcity of Reoi.ions, they having but fivall guan- 
tity; and the 16th, fellowing they arrived at Londonderry ; They 
give an Account, that Lord Dangen Earl of Linerick is Governour 
there, and that they have Proviſions for 10:co Men (as they belicve) 
for three years; there is there only twg. I rgcps of Dragoons, and two 
Regiments of Foot, Call. Mac cl and Collogel Feildings, the 
latter neither, cloathed nor armed, r ddetted diſpirited Creatpre<, 
the whole Ariny wantzAmnmunition, which by their Compata:ion' may 
conſiſt, ſach as they are, in number of 40000 Horſe and Foot; they 
arc ſo dilident of their withſtanding the Engliſh Army, that ſeveral of 
th-ir Officers, when commanded to the Frontiers, take Certificates 
from tht Eny.:ſþ Gentry, ſignifying they bad beca Civil to them; 
and the only thing they depend vpon and encourage them by, is 
the hopes th.y have of a difference between the Engliſh; They de- 
clarcd, they hcard ſeveral Oſh-ers ſay, - That if the Engl Army 
kyucw in what a bad Condition they were in, they would not be long 
in paying them a Viſit : They alſo Cecl:ire, that the Officers ſay, 
That K. F. does nat intvnd a [eld Fight, but to ſtand upon their De- 
fence in the Garriſons. That a French Privatecr of 14 Guns took a 
Merchant Man of' 80 Tank in the' Soand of the Uurſeys, which was 
bound four London, and unloaded hcr in Lymerice, and now have load- 
ed her out - with Oarcy, for Pubhn; there are 2 Vellels. loaden at 
Lim:r:c>, when they 6 with Beef, Hides and Tallow, bound 
for Rcch*ll, and ready to Sale, the offe 130 Tuns and 6 Guns, and the 0- 
ther about 80 Tuas; they are every hour expecting Forces from 
France, and have been ſo this 3 Months ; but thoſe belonging to the 
French Privatcer, ſay,they have not Mco enough to ſale their own Ships; 
that moſt of the French are gone back to France, by Order of the French 
King ; and that they heard many of them in Limerick curſe the day 
that ever they came for Jreland, where they muſt be oblig?d to fight 
for Braſs Moncy ; They are building a Powder Mill there, ad a French 
Man hath been making Salr Peter theſe 6 Months, but it does not 
prove good ; the whole Country is Armed from 16 to 60; the 
Proteſtants are not in Reſtraint, but have many hardſhips put on them 
by Quartering of Souldiers; The Counties of roes.ad g Clare and 
Cork, have plenty of all ſorts of Cattle and Grain, and there is a great 
deal of Land plowed and ſowed; the moſt part of their Horſcs 
and Foot lye abogt Swords. 
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
